These Days

Problems 


Life, in its spontaneous way, takes an almost 
fiendish delight in creating new problems. Just at the 
moment the two most pressing unplanned-for prob­ 
lems are those posed by youth and old age 
The first problem is the result of the early post­ 
war baby boom, which resulted from the surprising 
decision of young couples to have bigger families than 
their parents had had in the Nineteen Twenties and 
the Thirties This year the extra babies born in 1947 
are reaching the age of 16 And the more doleful econ­ 
omists are now busy figuring that many of these 16- 
year-olds will shortly be turning up in the labor m arket 
statistics as the new unemployed. 
This spontaneous generation of new teen-age job­ 
seekers has the politicians all in a tizzy about providing 
ways and means of absorbing them into a pattern of 
govWnment-induced “ growth " But maybe the best 
Ihmg to do about new arrivals in the job market is 
to leave them alone. 
For life, in it* curiously wonderful way, not 
only purpose# its problems but disposes of them 
a * well. The teen-ager is not only a Job-seeker; 
he is a youth who still has a call on his family 
for support until he finds something to do. He 
carries his own unemployment insurance in the 
bed-and-board that in most cases will be provided 
for him at home until he is 21. 
In calling on his family for support the youngster 
in his late teens demands the use of the old car. Right 
at this point the nine-pins of the projected unemploy­ 
ment statistics begin to topple The Monthly Flconomic 
Letter of the First National City Bank of New- York 
for Januar>' estimates that in 1963 the number of 16- 
year-olds will increase by more than a million. Well, 
a million e.xtra 16-year-olds taking out driver licenses 
in the next two or three years will automatically re­ 
move a considerable pressure on the used car market. 
This, in turn, will make it easier for Detroit to sell 
it* new ones. So the nine-pins must go on toppling. It 
has been figured, conservatively, that one out of six 
or seven jobs in the I'. S. depends on the automobile: 
the vast complex of service stations, roadside stands, 
movie drive-ins. motels, steel and aluminum making 
for cars, oil company development, rubber tire manu­ 
facturers and a score of other related things account 
for a tremendous payroll. The extra 16-year-old, in 
becoming an extra car consumer, adds to the pros­ 
perity of this payroll — and he himself may get that 
extra job as a gas station attendant or boy-of-all- 
work around a motel while he is still going to school 
at night 
Uhat the politician, faced with the fact of the 
baby boom, does not think about is the self-levi­ 
tation that solves problems even in the course of 
creating them. The law of compensation always 
works, provided one has the patience to trace out 
the implications of things and keep from throwing 
monkey wrenches (i.e., taxes and inflation) into 
the works, .lust as it is axiomatic that every hu­ 
man being has a mouth to feed, so it ought also 
to he axiomatic that every one has two hands and 
a brain with which to produce something to feed 
that mouth. (We assume, of course, that the U. S. 
is still a fertile strip of real estate.) So. if old 
Melbourne's goi>d-natured cry — "Why can't they 
leave it alone?" — is heeded, there is nothing to 
keep the two hands and the mouth from creating 
some sort of working partnership. 
In talking about future joblessness among the 
people Ixirn in 1947 and 194« , the First National City 
Bank economists are not particularly optimistic. Vet 
their own projection for the new households that will be 
created in the late Nineteen Sixties carrie.s within it 
many compensatory factors. 
New 
households must 
mean employment in the building trades, in the busi­ 
ness of making and selling furniture and ail sorts of 
appliances So the old Indian rope trick of economists 
must come into play all over again; demand creates 
borrowing, borrowing creates jobs, and the jobs pro­ 
vide the wherewithal to extinguish the consumption 
loans. 
As for that other unplanned-for problem, the 
growth in life expectancy of the 65-year-olds, that 
calls for different solutions But not all 65-year-olds are 
exactly helpless, and the politician does not have to 
think about them en masse.

WASHINGTON - The biggest 
battle inside the Federal Power 
Commission w’hich led to com­ 
missioner Howard Morgan’s re­ 
fusal to serve another term was a 
high-voltage tie-in between Ore­ 
gon and California. 
This may sound prosaic and 
complicated, but it's a new sys­ 
tem of transporting power long 
distances, largely developed by 
the Russians, which could even­ 
tually bring prosperity to the de­ 
pressed coal regions of Pennsyl­ 
vania and West Virginia. For. un­ 
der this new system, power plants 
in the center of Manhattan or 
Boston would be stoked at the 
coal mine’s mouth, 
instead of 
transporting coal by laborious rail 
and barge line all the way from 
West Virginia. 
Hitherto, electric power could 
not be transm itted farther than 
225 miles without wasteful leak­ 
age. But the Russians, with iso­ 
lated rivers long distances from 
industry, have worked out the 
transmission of 500,000 to 1,100,000 
volts distances of 1,000 to 2,000 
miles. 
Last spring, two giants of the 
F ar West, Pacific Gas and Elec­

JFK's Tax Cut' Really Is A Monkey Wrench 


WASHINGTON 
- 
President 
Kennedy has thrown a monkey 
wrench into the national economy. 
His message to Congress on taxes 
was well intentioned, but the con­ 
fusion, disruption and uncertainty 
it will bring in the next few 
months to business operations in 
this country could stagnate the 
economy and result in the very 
opposite of the hoped-for stimu­ 
lus — namely, a recession. 
For again Mr. 
Kennedy has 
depended on academic advisers 
who boldly disregard the most 
important single factor in the 
national economy — the confi­ 
dence necessary to future plann­ 
ing. 
Instead of getting the widely 
heralded 
tax 
cut, 
corporations 
will 
pay 
more 
money 
to the 
government during the next three 
years than they did before. They 
will not actually get on the pro­ 
mised perecentage basis of reduc­ 
tion till 1969. It’s a stimulus in 
1963 that’s needed — not in 1969. 
This outlook is partly due to 
the President’s scheme for mov­ 
ing up tax collections from many 
corporations to larger payments 
during the same year the income 
is earned. This involves a surgi­ 
cal operation on the cash flow 
of a company that could block 
expansion or even the financing 
of current capital outlays to which 
many corporations have already 
committed 
themselves 
for 
the 
next several years. 
On the face of it, moreover, 
individuals in the higher brack­ 
ets are being told they will have 
the rates reduced from 91 to 65 
per cent over a three-year period, 
but the President’s recommenda­ 
tions call for such vital changes 
in the handling of capital gains 
as well as contributions and other

The 
division in the electorate between 
the two major parties is a narrow 
one anyhow, and it takes only a 
small percentage shift of voters 
to produce a landslide for the 
other party that could mean a 
Republican Congress and a Rep­ 
ublican President in 1964. Until 
Mr 
Kennedy made public his 
tax plan, it looked as if he might 
win again in 1964. But now it 
loks as if a nationwide protest 
will develop. This will be felt in 
Congress, which will hesitate to 
adopt the President’s plan, allur­ 
ing though a "tax cut” seemed 
to the politicians at first glance.

addition, the flow of air through 
the bronchi is partially obstruc­ 
ted and the bloixl supply to the 
walls of each sac is not normal. 
This adds up to a handicapped 
lung because stagnant air accumu­ 
lates in the organs and the en­ 
suing lack of oxygen causer short­ 
ness of breath. 
The obstruction keeps out fresh 
air and causes secretions to ac­ 
cumulate which in turn invite in­ 
fection. This explains why the 
victim coughs so often and devel­ 
ops fresh colds But even when 
oxygen is available, the poor cir­ 
culation through the lung tis.sues 
interferes with the absorption of 
oxygen and the release of carbon 
dioxide 
The cause of this lung disease 
is not known except that 
air 
pollution, 
i n c l u d i n g smoking, 
plays a role. But the picture is 
not as dark as it appears because 
remedies are available. Dr. Theo­ 
dore H .Noehren of Buffalo, N. Y., 
recently listed 23 different plans 
of treatment. 
The antibiotics are most u.se- 
ful in the control of infections. 
They can be administered in tab­ 
lets or via injections or aerosol 
pathways. Broncho-dilators relax 
the air passage-ways to combat 
infection, cough, and the irritation 
from smoke and secretions. These 
are most effective. The expec­ 
torants, such as potassium iodide, 
liquefy 
the 
secretions, 
making 
them easier to expel. 
Mechanical assistance 
is ob­ 
tained by the use of intermittent 
positive pressure breathing. This 


device often is combined with an 
aerosol 
broncho-dilator. 
O t h e r 
ventilation aids are available to 
help expand the chest and elimi­ 
nate stagnant air. Breathing exer­ 
cises are u.seful. 
In some in­ 
stances an abdominal support is 
helpful. Using the lungs also is of 
value, even though it means car­ 
rying around a portable oxygen 
tank. Many victims respond to 
a warm, dry clunate, the avoid­ 
ance 
of 
irritation, 
particularly 
from tobacco, the control of al­ 
lergies, 
developing 
equanimity, 
and learning to live with the di­ 
sease.

The battle inside the Federal 
Power Commission was not over 
the economic feasibility of a tie-in 
between Oregon and California, 
Everyone agreed on that.

The U, S. government, through 
the Interior Department, had pro­ 
pose a line between Bonneville 
Power Authority on the Columbia 
River and the li’entral Valley pro­ 
ject in California. This is sched­ 
uled to come up before Congress 
soon. 
But P. G and E with Pacific 
Light and Power wanted to beat 
the government to *he punch and 
get there first. Act-jaPy, the two 
companies didn’t have the power 
themselves, had to buy it from 
the federal Povernment at Bonne 
ville, and Charles F. Luce, Bonne­ 
ville administrator, stated public­ 
ly that he would make “no com­ 
mitment to export surplus Bonne­ 
ville power Outside the region un­ 
til Congress has acted.” 
Not only had Congress not act­ 
ed, but. on .July 21, 1960 the Sen­ 
ate Interior Committee had adopt­ 
ed a strong resolut jn ordrriiig 
the Secretary of the Interior to 
suspend any negotialion-f for Ihe

“pending a thorough survey and 
leg..sIation to protect the interests 
of the United States and the pow­ 
er consumers ” 
.All these facts were vigorously

JFK's Tax Cut' Really Is A Monkey Wrench 


WASHINGTON 
- 
President 
Kennedy has thrown a monkey 
wrench into the national economy. 
His message to Congress on taxes 
was well intentioned, but the con­ 
fusion disrupt ion and uncertainty 
it will bring in the next few 
months to business operations in 
this country could stagnate the 
economy and result in the very 
opposite of the hoped-for stimu­ 
lus — namely, a recession 
For again Mr 
Kennedy has 
dependI on academic advisers 
who boldly disregard the most 
important single factor in the 
national economy — the confi­ 
dence necessary to future plann­ 
ing 
Instead of getting the widely 
heralded tax 
cut, corporations 
will pay more money 
to the 
government during the next three 
years than they did before. They 
will not actually get on the pro­ 
mised perecentage basis of reduc­ 
tion till I960 It’s a stimulus rn 
1963 that’s needed — not rn 1969. 
This outlook is partly due to 
the President’s scheme for mov­ 
ing up tax collections from many 
corporations to Urger payments 
during the same year the income 
is earned This involves a surgi­ 
cal operation on the cash flow 
of a company that could block 
expansion or even the (mane mg 
of current capital outlays to which 
many corporations have already 
committed 
themselves 
for 
the 
next several years. 
On the face of it. moreover, 
individuals in the higher brack­ 
ets are being told they will have 
the rates reduced from 91 to 65 
per cent over a three year period, 
but the President s recommenda­ 
tions call for such vital changes 
in the handling of capital gains 
as well as contributions and other 
deductions that the net result 
may be title, if any decrease in 
the payments by the taxpayer.

addition, the flow of air through 
the bronchi is partially obstruc­ 
ted and the blood supply to the 
walls of each sac is not normal. 
This adds up to a handicapped 
lung because stagnant air accumu­ 
lates in the organs and the en­ 
suing lack of oxygen causer short­ 
ness of breath. 
The obstruction keeps out fresh 
air and causes secretions to ac­ 
cumulate which in turn invite in­ 
fection. This explains why the 
victim coughs so often and devel­ 
ops fresh colds. But even when 
oxygen is available, the poor cir­ 
culation through the lung tissues 
interferes with the absorption of 
oxygen and the release of carbon 
dioxide 
The cause of this lung disease 
is not known except that air 
pollution, i n c l u d i n g smoking, 
plays a role. But the picture is 
not as dark as it appears because 
remedies are available. Dr. Theo­ 
dore H Noehren of Buffalo, N. Y , 
recently listed 23 different plans 
of treatment. 
The antibiotics are most use­ 
ful in the control of infections. 
They can be administered in tab­ 
lets or via injections or aerosol 
pathways. Broncho-dilators relax 
the air passage-ways to combat 
infection, cough, and the irritation 
from smoke and secretions. These 
are most effective. The expec­ 
torants. such as potassium iodide, 
liquefy the secretions, 
making 
them easier to expel. 
Mechanical assistance is ob­ 
tained by the use of intermittent 
positive pressure breathing. This
